T A moment when the menacing war situation requires 
that labor unite behind the defense of the country, 
John L. Lewis has again lent his name—this time through 
his daughter—to another move by appeaser forces to 
undermine the nation’s security. : 

The America First Committee on Sunday announced 
that a group of 58 persons had signed a statement attack- 
ing President Roosevelt’s radio speech in which he ordered 
the Navy to safeguard shipping in waters necessary for 
America’s defense: The America First Committee an- 
nounced among the signers the name of “Kathryn Lewis, 
executive assistant to her father, John L, Lewis, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, Congress of Industrial 
Organizations affiliate.” Other signers included William L. 
Hutcheson, the reactionary president of the AFL car- 
penters’ union. 

The statement, while pretending to be ibienined “with 
safeguarding the powers of Congress, made it clear that it 
opposed any defensive action against Hitler, whether by 
the President, Congress or-anyone else. 

This statement follows the declaration of 15 Republi- 
can leaders issued during the first week of August, to 
which Lewis gave his name directly. That declaration, 
contrary to the expressed views of the labor movement 
as a whole, claimed that regardless of what happened in 
the rest of the world, Hitler could never menace America. 
The statement also opposed aid to the Soviet Union and 
pretended that involvement of the Soviet Union in the 
war made the conflict “imperialistic’—whereas the en- 
trance of the Soviet Union had just the contrary effect. 

T FIRST, Mr. Lewis was the only labor leader to join 

‘with Hoover and Landon in their attack on the foreign 
policy of the Administration. Now Mr. Lewis has been 
joined by Hutcheson. Apart from Lewis and Hutcheson, 
however, labor is overwhelmingly opposed to appeasement

y has been ill, has repeatedly expressed support for 
the’ oosevelt Administragion. Many in important sections 
of the Miners Union have already taken an anti-Hitler 
stand. As for the. position of the AFL, that has been 
established to such an extent that Hutcheson cannot point 
there to any support for himself. 

Yet it would be a tragic mistake to fail to see that 
great harm has already been done as a result of Mr; Lewis’ 
position on foreign policy. It has undoubtedly tended to 
paralyze the CIO itself and has perhaps been the main 
reason for the: CIO nationally not throwing its full weight. 
to organizing the defenses of the nation even though the 
component CIO unions are registering a stand which has 
nothing in common with Lewis’ “isolationism.” 

Although Mr, Lewis’ “isolationist” views have’ not 
rallied any support, they have sowed seeds of confusion 
among uber Se re ces in the pe and hindered .

- by any illusions that in spite of Mr. Lewis’ opposition 

to the foreign policy of the Administration, he could con- 

tinue to have a-progressive policy on other questions. But 

the whose policies help Hitler, cannot help labor to 

fight on. other issues. Those who may doubt this, are due 
for a rude awakening. 

Evidently efforts are being made to foster and exploit 
such illusions. This is probably the basis for the current 
speculations in the press on a possible “compromise” on 
foreign policy between Lewis and those progressives in the 
CIO who back all-out_efforts to defeat Hitler. 

Such an article appeared on the front page of last 
Sunday’s New York Times. One would like to know the 
source of these speculations inasmuch as almost every 
union referred to, has already recorded uncompromising 
opposition to Hitler and full support for. all measures 
needed to defeat Hitlerism and defend the co . 

Since the occasion of Mr. Lewis’ first pron cement 
in support of the Hoover-Landon appeasement, union after 
union in the CIO has continued to adopt anti-Hitler policies. 
Outstanding examples have been the Electrical Workets’ 
convention and the wide endorsement given President 
Roosevelt’s speech which Lewis now condemns. 

In view of this, it is reasonable to assume that the 
great membership of the CIO will be unable to find any 
basis for “compromise” with Mr. Lewis’ foreign policies. . 
For compromise with appeasement means compromise with 
Hitler. And that means surrender to fascism. 

The great need of the moment is unity of labor against 
Hitlerism, the better to rally the entire people in a national 
front against fascism and for the security of the country. 
The labor movement is in favor of this unity. It can 
achieve it only by a policy of no compromise with views 
which give comfort tothe foes of the United States.

Red Army Hero Tells How Enemy Base for Off ensive Aimed

In the course of the oper- 
ations Captain Malyshev cap- 
tured two German armored cars, 
got into one of them with two 
of his men and gave the order 
to head straight for the height. 
He broke into the enemy’s posi- 
tion, hurled bottles filled with 
combustible fuel at four German 
tanks and armored cars, setting 
them on fire. The Germans were 
so taken aback that they failed 
to open fire instantly. 


ENEMY FLEES 


The German battalion then 
hurled itself against Malshev’s 
flank. Malyshev, however, abrupt- 
ly turned his unit around and 
pressed in on the Germans. Two 
hundred and thirteen Germans 
were bayoneted by our men. By 
8 A.M. the height was taken and 
the remnants of the German 
units fled. 

In the batt'e for the height 
the regiment destroyed more 
than 500 Germans. The Ger- 
mans carried off into the rear 
several hundred wounded.

French Pilots Steal Nazi

Hundreds 
of enemy tanks have ‘been de- 
stroyed by Soviet anti-aircraft 
‘units. during German attacks on 
their gun positions. One of the 
indications of the might of the 
Soviet artillery and bravery of 
its men is the fact that in the 
German leaflets dropped over our 
lines there is the threat that they 
will give the Soviet artillerymen 
no quarter if they ever fall into 
German hands.

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 15 (UP) — 
More than 100 bent and aged vet- 
erans of the Civil War were ex- 
pected to register today. for the four- 
day diamond ‘jubilee encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Half of the expected “boys in 
blue” arrived yesterday for prelim- 
inary sessions, They eagerly await- 
ed the traditional memorial serv- 
ices, band concerts, business meet- 
ings and the parade Wednesday 
which highlights the encampment. 

The men, whose ages averaged 
95-plus were bitter in their denun- 
ciation of modern military warfare 
and described it as “inhuman.” 

Theodore Wells, 95, of Oam- 
bridge, O., department commander 
for Ohio, gave a typical statement 
on the current war. He said: 

“This isn't war, it’s destruction 
Women and children are _ killed 
unmercifully. When we fought, we 
did it on the battle lines and not 
againt defenseless persons. 

“We already are in the war, 
which I think will end in a@ year 
with Hitler as the loser.” 

Francis Monroe Brown, 99-year- 
old Kansas City, Kan., Negro, at- 
tacked the “inhuman and unjust” 
warfare and predicted that “we will 
be in shortly but no country can 
beat America—even if I have to 
help out myself. And I’d go tomor- 
row if they'd accept me.” 

Brown said “If we had Panzer

1,000 ARRESTED IN 
OSLO LAST WEEK 


LONDON, Sept. 15 (UP),—Nor- 
wegian sources said today that Ger- 
man secret police had arrested at 
least 1,000 persons in Oslo during 
the past six days on suspicion of 
obstructionist activities. 

The mass arrests began last 
Thursday and have continued every 
day since, it was said. The Gestapo 
adopted their favorite technique of 
pounding on doors at 5 A. M., in the 
grey light of dawn, and calling out 
persons or breaking into houses 
and dragging them out to be loaded 
onto trucks and hauled to jail, in- 
formants said.  _ , 

The trucks, they said, are guarded 
by steel-helmeted Flite Guards car- 
rying sub-machine guns and re- 
volvers, 

“The trucks first went to Gestapo 
headquarters, in the former Noré 
wegian Foreign Office building, and 
the prisoners were questioned,” in- 
formants said. “Then they were 
imprisoned. The prisons soon be- 
came overcrowded, despite the 
jamming of two or three persons 
into a tiny cell, and the Germans 
took over village jails and opened 
concentration camps at Grini and 
Hakadal.”

Who can doubt now that Charles 
A. Lindbergh, chief spokesman for 
the America First Committee ‘is a 
fascist?

Scheming to unite Americans with 
German Nazis he argued in his Oc- 
tober 13, 1939 speech that: “Our 
-bond with Europe is a bond of race 
and not of political ideology... . 
Racial strength is vital politics a 
luxury.” 

Brazenly -Lindbergh worked for 
an American alliance with Hitler 
against the Soviet people. 

“Germany alone,” he declared, 
“ean either dam the Asiatic hordes 
or form the spearhead of their 
penetration into Europe.”

.The Hod Carriers Union 


© When the International Hod Carriers, 
Building and Common Laborers Union open- 
ed its national convention in St. Louis yes- 
terday, it was the first time in 30 years that 
this organization had held a meeting of this 
kind.. 

That this convention takes place at all 
after three decades of untrammeled bureau- 
cratic rule is some gain for trade union 
democracy. That gain has not been made 
through any exertions of the international 
officers, who have done everything in their 
power to keep the union apparatus as a pri- 
vate racket of their own. The convention 
meets solely because of a court order to that 
effect, obtained by rank and file members of 


_the union over the bitter opposition of Pres-_ 


ident Joseph V. Moreschi and his henchmen. 

This long gap in national conventions— 
in flagrant violation of all democratic pro- 
cedure—has been accompanied by almost un- 
limited thuggery and racketeering on the 
part of the officialdom of this organization. 
The whole record of Moreschi and his Capone- 


_minded associates has been a thorough dis- 


grace to the name of organized labor. 

There will be no health in this union and 
no guarantee of real union democracy until 
racketeering and the racketeers are cleaned 
out from top to bottom. The labor move-

Negro Communist Parley Stresses Need 
For Anti-Hitler Front; Ford, Minor Speak >

Establishment of a National 
Front for the destruction of Hitler- 
ism and the national independence 
6f the country was the theme of 
an enthusiastic all-day conference 
of more than 200 Negro and white 
Communist leaders held here last 
Sunday. The conference urged all 
aid for the Soviet Union, Britain 
end China, and praised highly the 
resistance of the Red Army. 

Outstanding speakers were James 
W. Ford, Negro member of the 
Communist National Committee, 
who made the main address, and 
Robert Minor, Acting General Sec- 
retary of the Communist ‘Party 
since the imprisonment of its Sec- 
retary Earl Browder. 

‘Stressed at the meeting, was in- 
creasing the fight fof Browder’s 
freedom among the Negro people. 

“There is no greater champion 
of Negro rights than Browder,” 

Minor said. 

The conference, held at the Fin- 
nish Hall, 1 W. 126th St., was at- 
tended by Negro and white Party 
leaders from the Hastern states, in- 
cluding Maryland, New York, Penn- 
Sylvania, the District of Columbia, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. 

Participating in the conference 
was the Young Communist League 
with a number of Negro and white 
youth leaders present.

into consideration the changed 
character of the internaiional sit- 
uation and the immediate menace 
to the United States. ? 

“Today the fight for Negro 
‘rights must be raised in such a 
way that it does not assist the 
Lindbergh appeasers, who are 
themselves hypocritically mouth- 
ing these issues in order to divide 
the Negro people and sabotage 
the anti-Hitler foreign policy of 
President Roosevelt.” 

Ford lashed out against the ap- 
peasers, naming George 8S. Schuy- 
ler, columnist on the Pittsburgh 
Courier, and Horace Cayton, also a 
Courier -columnist, as among those 
representing the line of the ap- 
peasers among the Negroes. 

Cayton’s recent prediction of the 
“doom of the National Negro Con- 
gress” unless it followed the line 
of John L. Lewis was described as 
Cayton’s own wishful thinking by 
Ford.

Fluid in Diet 
Vital for 
Children 


Istipation is the parents’ actions when 


they fear that the child does not 
have. sufficient. bowel movements. 


They become excited, instituting 


many unwise measures and center- 
ing the child’s entire attention on 
his movements. This creates a 
négative attitude on the part of the 
child and he refuses to have his 
evacuation until constipation really 
develops. 

Some children get along perfectly 
well with movements only every two 
or three days and others have them 
two or three times a day. Parents 
must realize that there is often a 
great difference in this among chil- 


tude on the part of the parents. In 
infants, the doctor may adjust ihe 
diet or order an extra bottle in the 
case of breast-feeding. 

Exercise is often valuable to 
strengthen stomach muscles. Large 
amounts of fluid are ordered and 
had mealtime habits are corrected. 
Certain foods are valuable in com- 
batting constipation. These include 
coarse and. bulky foodstuffs, such as 
most cereals and many vegetables | 
Stewed fruits and fresh fruits aid. 
An addition of sweets such, as syrup, 
malt or honey may help. “However, 
this must not be overdoné as too 
much sweets may bring on indi- 
gestion. 

Laxatives and cathartics should 
isually be avoided as they are mostly 
not necessary and they are habit- 
forming. This is especially true of 
widely-advertised preparations which 
are advised by the promoters to be
